Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-4, 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Brennan et al.(U.S.Pat.6,076,013). Brennan discloses an apparatus and method for treating 
congestive heart failure that shows all the features of the claimed invention including a plurality 
of peripheral links attached to a part of a heart, a laminated and tapered support link, comprised 
of a plurality of turns defining a constant angle, attached to another part of said heart and 
connected via support regularly spaced nodes(electrodes 1 14 and wires 1 12), a radiation source 
200, and is attached to a heart via securing means, cols 1-6 and figs. 1-8. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 10-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Brennan in 
view of Sievers et al.(U.S.Pat.5,941,813). 
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Brennen discloses an apparatus and method for treating heart failure that shows many of 
the features of the claimed invention but fails to show super elastic alloys/ Sievers discloses a 
cardiac assist device that discloses a super nickel- titanium elastic support structure. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the claimed invention to use 
super elastic material as taught by Sievers so as to maintain shape memory.
